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WE  NOMINATE 

William  LeGrand  Tucker,  genial,  enthusiastic  pastor  of 
the  Second  Presbyterian  Church,  whose  rare  capacity  for 
making  and  holding  friends  is  fast  becoming  a  Princeton 
tradition.  The  descendant  of  an  ancient  Virginia  family, 
that  traces  its  origins  back  to  the  mid-l600's,  the  57-year 
old  Tucker  in  the  space  of  seven  short  years  here  has 
proved  a  worthy  successor  to  the  Rev.  Drs.  John  T.  Duf- 
field,  Lewis  W.  Mudge  and  David  B.  Tompkins  in  lead- 
ing the  Second  Church  to  the  threshold  of  its  second 
century  of  distinguished  service  to  its  congregation  and 
to  all  of  Princeton. 

The  only  original  member  of  the  six-year  old  New 
Jersey  State  Board  of  Mediation,  which  is  charged  witli 
maintaining  a  semblance  of  equilibrium  in  intra-state 
labor  relations.  Tucker  thrives  upon  variety  of  activity. 
During  the  past  few  years,  while  carrying  his  normal 
parish  responsibilities  and  spending  some  12  hours  a 
week  preparing  his  Sunday  sermon,  he  has  given  freely 
of  himself  as  a  panel  chairman  for  the  War  Labor  Board, 
as  president  of  the  Lions  Club  and  as  a  driving  force  in 
other  service  groups. 

After  graduating  from  Randolph-Macon  College  with 
honors  in  his  studies,  in  the  field  of  publications  and  in 
athletics.

It  was  in  Newark  that 
his  services  to  civic  organizations  and  to  the  Presbyterian 
Church  led  to  his  recognition  as  one  of  the  State's  out- 
standing labor  diplomats  and  to  the  receipt  of  an  honor- 
ary degree   (1937)    from  Westminster  College,  Missouri.
